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Canada To Prohibit 


Excess Profiteering 


Ottawa.—The Board of Commerce! 
is forth#ith to investigate profits. on 
necessaries of life. According to a 
ruling of the board, the special ob- 
ject of the enquiry “shall be to accu- 
mulate evidence for the purpose of 
ascertaining what (with allowance in 
each case for locality) shall be deem- 
ed to be fair profits, and to fix a date 
after which the taking of profits in 
excess of a rate to be determined 
shall be deemed unfair under the 
Combines and Fair Prices Act.” The 
enquiry will embrace all matters 
which arise or indicate the breach of 
any provision of the act, or any other 
antecedent laws or regulations. 

The chief commissioner, Judge H. 
A. Robson, and Commissioner 
O'Connor are each ordered individ- 
ually to report to the board, each of 
the said commissioners sitting for 
the purpose at such time and place as 
he may. determine. 


Terrors Of Bolshevism 


Everyone in Russia Lives Under a 
Shadow of Horrible Death 
and Torture 
London, — Commander ‘Colonel 
John Ward has arrived in London, 
having been summoned from Russia 
by the War Office for a consultation. 
In an interview he stated that the 
horrors of Bolshevik rule had been 
far from exaggerated. It was, he 
said, indeed doubtful*as to whether 
the story of half the atrocitics in 

Russia had yet been told. 

The secret of the prolonged regime 
of the Bolshevik was simply terror- 
ism. Everyone in Russia acted un- 
der fear of denunciation and of a 
horrible death. Besides there was no 
food, clothing or other necessities of 
life for those refusing to profess 
Bolshevist views. Again the Bol- 
sheviki controlled the rich manu- 
facturing districts and all attacks on 
them had to be made from the 
sparsely populated areas, hence it 
was important that General Denikine 
should be ‘supplied with munitions as 
should be Kolchak, 

The Bolshevik forces, states Com- 
mander Ward, have practically un- 
limited stipplies of munitions, as only 
a small portion of the munitions sup- 
plied Russia by the allies before the 
revolution fell into the hands of the 
Germans. Colonel Ward said he be- 
lieved that the Bolsheviki had suffi- 
cient munitions for ten years, 


U.S. Navy to Go to Greet Prince 

Vancouver.—Hon. Josephus Dan- 
iels, secretary of the United States 
navy, will send part of his Pacific 
fleet to Vancouver on September 22, 
when the Prince of Wales is to be 
here. Mr. Daniels wired city officials 
that while he would not be able to 
be present. himself, he would be 
pleased to send part of the ficet, and 
would “make such arrangements as 
possible.” Mr. Daniels is to visit Vic- 
toria on a dreadnought on September 
11,

Farming To Be Taught 
To Imperial Veterans 


Those Eligible for Dominion Aid 
Must Be Ready to Be 
Trained First 

Ottawa,—The Soldicr Settlement 
Board of Canada has issued regula- 
tions for the settlement of imperial 
soldiers or others, of the British 
forces not resident at the outbreak of 
the war. 

In order to become eligible for a 
loan, those who are not experienced 
in agriculture will spend two years 
in training in practical farming, and 
those who have had farming experi- 
ence in the old land sufficient time 
with farmers in Canada under super- 
vision of the board to become fam- 
iliar with the Canadian methods. 
Settlers on purchased land will be 
required.to pay down 20 per cent. of 
the purchase price, 

A qualification committee will pass 
on applicants for settlement both 
before and after training. Evidence 
of adaptability necessary to fit in 
Canadian life and make a success of 
farming business wis. be an import- 
ant consideration, 


Wilson Will Consult People 


Going on Stump for Peace Treaty 
All Over States 

Washington. — President Wilson 
has left on his western speaking tour 
on behalf of the peace treaty, confi- 
dent of ratification of the instrument 
by the senate without amendments or 
“destructive reservations” which 
would require re-negotiation. 

The trip, perhaps the most arduous 
ever undertaken by a President, will 
carry Mr. Wilson and his party as 
far west ds the Pacific coast,.almost 
to the Canadian border on the north 
and almost to Mexico on the south. 
He will speak in every state west of 
the Mississippi except four, and will 
make.up for the omission of these 
by speeches in Ohio, Indiana: Ken- 
tucky and Tennessce. In Seattle he 
will review the Pacific flect. 

Although it is expectéd thht the 
President will devote most of his at- 
tention to the peace treaty, he pro- 
bably will also touch on the high cost 
of living and other domestic prob- 
lems, 


Rumors Waste In Navy 


Admiral Fisher Suggests Money 

Might Now Be Reserved for 

Better Things Than Fleets 

London.—A protest couched in 
vigorous language in the Times by 
Lord Fisher on naval expenditure has 
evoked interesting comments. Lord 
Fisher declaimed against alleged in- 
credible and ruinous waste in the 
navy, which now costs one hundred 
and forty million pounds sterling an- 
nually, as compared with thirty-four 
million in 1904, notwithstanding that 
the German fleet docs not exist. Lord 
Fisher declares that half the navy is 
already obsolete and _ should be 
scrapped and says that the other half 
will be equally useless in a few years 
because of internal combustion ecn- 
gines and oil. 

Lord Fisher concludes: “If the na- 
tion don’t sack the spendthrifts, the 
day of crumbling is not far off,”

Wilson Explains - 
The Peace Treaty

Columbus, Ohio—In the first 
speech of his trans-continental tour,. 
President Wilson here urged the 
United States people to exert their 
influence for acceptance by the Unit- 
ed States senate of the peace treaty 
signed with Germany, and predicted 
that the senate would ratify the 
treaty. , 

“When this treaty is accepted,” he 
said, “the men in khaki will” neve 
have to cross the seas again, and 
say ‘When it is accepted,’ because it 
will be accepted.” 

Speaking to a capacity audience 
which filled every nook in Memorial 
Hall, the President said it was not his 
purpose during the trip “to debate” 
the treaty, but to expound it to the 
people. He declared there was a con- 
cert of feeling among the allied re- 
presentatives at Versailles. Referring 
to the United States delegation, he 
said: 

“We were under instructions, and 
we did not dare to come home with- 
out fulfilling these instructions, If I 
could not have brought back the kind 
of a treaty I did bring back, I never 
would have come back.” 

President Wilson appealed to his 
hearers if they would not read the 
treaty themselves, to at least accept 
the account of its contents as given 
by those who made it. 

The League of Nations, he declar- 
ed, was forceful in fulfilment of the 
promise that the United States was 
fighting this war to “end business of 
that sort forever.”. Not to establish 
the league, he said, would have been 
unfaithful to those who had died. Be- 
sides, the President said, the treaty 
“tears away” the chains of oppres- 


| sion and gives small nationalities the 


right to live their own lives, “That,”

This year there 
are over ten million acres of land in 
wheat in this province, The average 
wheat yield in Saskatchewan for the 
past six years was eightcen bushels 
per acre per ycar, while the average 
wheat yield in the same period in the 
United States was sixteen bushels per 
acre per year. 

The city of Regina is the capital 
of the province, Here are very strik- 
ing and imposing Parliament Build- 
ings. The capital city has a popula- 
tion of about forty thousand. 

The province owns its own tele- 
phone system, both local and long 
distance, 

It has a splendid university and 
Agricultural College situated at Sask- 
atoon, ;

Canada’s Fish Catch Shows Gain 

Ottawa—The total value of sea 
fish landed in Canada, at the point 
of landing, during the month of July, 
was $4,399,818, as compared with 
$4,306,124 for the same -month last 
year. This is an increase of $93,694. 
Good fishing weather prevailed 
throughout the month on the Pacific 
coast, with the resulf that the salmon 
catch rose to 343,000 cwt. against

Round Barns vs, 
Rectangular Barns 


A Saving in Barn Building for the Farmers’ 
Consideration 


I will take for comparison a 60-foot 
diameter barn that contains 188 lineal 
feet outside wallspace. The rectangular 
barn for example 86x78, would contain 
228 lineal feet outside wall space and 
808 feet floor space, therefore the rect- 
angular barn would contain 40 lineal 
feet more outside ‘wall space than the 
round barn, enclosing the same floor 
space in each barn, Therefore, counting 
the outside walls of both barns, 20 ft. to 
the eaves, the rectangular barn would 
use in all 1448 feet more than the round 
barn to enclose the same floor space not 
counting any frame Inmber, nails or 


~ 


extra 50 lineal feet of foundation walls, 
so you can see at a glance why it is 
worth while to consider the round barn 
in preference to rectangular barns for 
| this good reason. 

The round barn affords many good ad- 
vantages oyer the rectangular barns, 
namely, they are stronger in their con- 
striction, more cohyenient in their 
use, and affords room for erecting the 
silo in the centre of the barn where the 
rectangular does not. By placing the 
silo in the barn it saves the contents of 
the silo from frost and is also more con- 
venient to get the feed to the stock as all 
the stock faces the centre of the barn, 

Around the silo can be placed feed 
bins to house the grain for feeding use. 
The rectangular does not afford the stalls 
that are constructed wider at the rear 
making it easy to do the work and easier 
for the stock to lay down. 

The round barn has self-supporting rvof 
and has circular hay track to place the 
hay at any given place around the cir- 
enlar hay rack and saves labor, 


Now, the prospective builder should 
compare these figures before attempting 
the building of a bari as we show the 
merits of round baans over rectangular,
